On October 2, 2015, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of Lieutenant Todd 
Weber, Sergeant David Ladjevic, and Sergeant Louis Vigil responded to Industry Station 
regarding an on-duty hit shooting. 


Suspect Jesse Grijalva Sr., sustained gunshot wounds to his right leg and abdomen. 
He was subsequently transported to Los Angeles County Medical Center where he was 
treated for his injuries. Deputies were not injured during this incident. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Todd Weber verified that the Industry Station Watch 
Commander, Lieutenant Robert Tubbs, took reasonable steps to ensure the involved 
personnel and witness personnel did not discuss the incident among themselves or with 
uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators. Lieutenant 
Weber also ensured that Lieutenant Tubbs knew the involved personnel and witness 
personnel should not collectively consult with their representative. Іп addition, IAB 
Lieutenant Todd Weber confirmed the watch commander attempted to have the involved 
and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor until they had provided a 
statement to the assigned investigators. 


Upon their arrival, IAB Investigators learned that there was an active command post and 
containment of the crime scene area. Investigators learned of the series of events 
which culminated in the deputy involved shooting involving Deputies John Strosnider, 
Anthony Velasco, Mario Marquez, Brian Gemmill, Joseph Mendoza, and Sergeant Brady 
Kline. 


Detective Steven Blagg and Sergeant Guillermo Morales from the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed control of the crime scene. For further

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SYNOPSIS 


On October 2, 2015, Industry Station received a call for service regarding a suspicious 
vehicle located at 13361 Crossroads Parkway North in the City of Industry, tag 416 
[Exhibit A, page 28]. Тһе call was assigned to Unit 141K2, Deputy Cisneros апа 
141K1, Deputy Muehlich. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Cisneros and Deputy Muehlich were working one 
person cars. 


The call stated a male, Suspect Grijalva, wearing a black tank top and dark pants was 
getting in and out of a white “smart” car that was parked in front of the location. The 
suspect was yelling and acting strange. Deputy Muehlich arrived at the location and 
saw Suspect Grijalva standing outside of the vehicle next to the driver's door. Suspect 
Grijalva looked in the direction of Deputy Muehlich and began to run south from the 
vehicle along the west wall of Fry's Electronics located at 13401 Crossroads Parkway 
North, City of Industry and out of view 


The front passenger, Witness ЙА. exited the vehicle and began yelling, “It’s just 
my . he’s depressed,” as һе walked rapidly toward Deputy Muehlich. Deputy 
Muehlich directed Witness J. to place his hands on the hood of the radio саг, 
simultaneously, Deputy Muehlich saw Suspect Grijalva appear from the side of a 
cinderblock enclosure. 


IAB Note: Suspect Grijalva was next to a cinderblock enclosure 
containing a high voltage electrical box. 


Suspect Grijalva was approximately 100 feet south of Deputy Muehlich when he began 
to pace, holding an unknown object in his hand. Suspect Grijalva ran south along the 
west side of the Fry's at which time Deputy Muehlich saw Suspect Grijalva was holding a 
gun. Deputy Muehlich initiated emergent radio traffic requesting assistance [Exhibit 
C]. After assisting units arrived, a containment was established. 


Assisting units attempted to enter the parking lot of Fry's Electronics, however the 
parking lot was blocked by a locked gate. Deputies retrieved bolt cutters, removed the 
lock, and gained entry to the parking lot. At the direction of Air 21, (Deputy Wolfhope 
and Sergeant Carriles), Deputies Marquez, Gemmill, Strosnider, Velasco, Mendoza, 
Hernandez, and Sergeant Kline entered their vehicles and drove east on the north side 
of Fry's Electronics. Air 21, Deputy Wolfhope directed the deputies to the east side of 
Fry's Electronics to establish a containment. Deputy Wolfhope notified the deputies of 
two box trucks that were parked on the east side of Fry's Electronics that would provide 
cover for the responding units [Exhibit C].

IAB Note: Deputy Mendoza entered the front passenger seat and Deputy 
Hernandez entered the rear passenger seat of Deputy

passenger seat of Deputy Velasquez’ vehicle. 


IAB Note: Deputy Velasco, Deputy Marquez, and Deputy Gemmill 
donned exterior tactical vests and ballistic helmets prior to 
engaging the suspect. Sergeant Kline and Deputy Strosnider 
donned ballistic helmets. 


As the units drove east in the Fry's Electronics parking lot they were advised of “shots 
fired” via Sheriffs radio. They were also updated as to Suspect Grijalva’s location via 
Air 21. Deputy Gemmill drove his vehicle parallel to Deputy Velasquez’ vehicle as they 
drove east іп the parking lot. When the units arrived at the eastside of Fry's they turned 
south in the direction of Suspect Grijalva. 


IAB Note: Suspect Grijalva was secreted behind a “Bougainvillea” bush 
on the embankment at the southeast corner of the location. 


Deputy Gemmill and Deputy Marquez were on the eastside of Deputy Velasquez’ vehicle 
as they turned and came to a stop adjacent to the “box trucks.” Sergeant Kline stopped 
his vehicle north east of the “box trucks” and Deputy Ortega stopped his vehicle adjacent 
to the northeast corner of the Fry’s Electronics building. 


Deputies Velasquez, Strosnider, Velasco, and Hernandez as well as Sergeant Kline 
exited their vehicles and took cover behind the box trucks. Deputy Mendoza retrieved 
the patrol shotgun from Deputy Ortega’s vehicle and responded to the driver's side door 
of Deputy Velasquez’ vehicle. Sergeant Kline requested Deputy Hernandez to retrieve 
the ballistic shield from the Sergeant's Tahoe. Deputy Hernandez retrieved the ballistic 
shield and gave it to Sergeant Kline. 


Sergeant Kline used the ballistic shield to cover his legs as he walked to the rear of the 
box truck. Sergeant Kline attempted to visually locate the suspect when Suspect 
Grijalva fired his weapon in the direction of the deputies. Fearing for their safety 
Deputies Velasco, Mendoza, Marquez and Strosnider fired in the direction of Suspect 
Grijalva [Exhibit A pages 45 through 59]. 


IAB Note: Deputy Ortega was armed with a StunBag Shotgun while 
taking cover behind the box truck. 


Sergeant Kline moved from the rear of the box truck to the front, near the engine block 
and was standing next to Deputy Velasco when Suspect Grijalva fired a second volley of 
rounds. Deputies Velasco, Gemmill, Mendoza, Marquez and Strosnider re-engaged 
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with the suspect and fired their weapons in the direction of Suspect Grijalva. 

Sergeant Kline ordered the deputies to “Cease fire,” refer to [Sergeant Kline’s IAB 
transcripts page 12], while Air 21 was communicating the suspects actions via Sheriff's 
radio [Exhibit D]. Air 21 relayed the suspect's actions to the ground units at which time 
Suspect Grijalva fired a third volley of rounds. Believing Suspect Grijalva was trying to 
shoot them, Sergeant Kline, Deputy Velasco, Deputy Mendoza, Deputy Strosnider and 
Deputy Marquez fired their weapons in the direction of Suspect Grijalva in an attempt to 
stop the threat. 


IAB Note: Deputy Ortega, Deputy Velasquez and Deputy Hernandez 
did not discharge their weapons as they were unable to 
acquire a target. 


After the third volley of rounds fired by the suspect, Air 21, Deputy Wolfhope 
communicated to the ground units that Suspect Grijalva was on the embankment, not 
moving [Exhibit D]. Sergeant Kline, along with the deputy personnel at the scene, 
maintained containment positions until they were relieved by Special Enforcement 
Bureau personnel. 


The Special Enforcement Bureau (SEB) personnel established an arrest team and 
contacted Suspect Grijalva. Refer to [Exhibit A, page 18]. Suspect Grijalva 
emerged from the embankment, climbed down onto the parking lot, where he was taken 
into custody. Suspect Grijalva was treated at the scene by Emergency Services Detail 
paramedics for gunshot wounds and transported to Los Angeles County Medical Center. 
Refer to [Exhibit D] for Suspect Grijalva’s medical records.

The following excerpts were recorded from the camera located on the southwest corner

At approximately 2316 hours, the camera on the southwest corner appears to record 
Suspect Grijalva running south on the west side of the Fry's Electronics building. At 
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approximately 2317 hours, it appears that Suspect Grijalva walked to the north side of 
the electrical box enclosure. At approximately 2324 hours, Suspect Grijalva appears to 
be walking north on the west side of Fry's. At approximately 2325 hours, it appears that 
Suspect Grijalva walked west into the tree line on the west side of Fry's. At 
approximately 2342 hours, Suspect Grijalva appears to run south on the west side of 
Fry’s. At approximately 2348 hours, it appears that radio cars entered the parking lot 
through the northwest entrance. At approximately 2352 hours, it appears that deputy 
personnel and radio cars responded south on the west side of Fry's. 


The following excerpts were recorded from the camera located on the northwest corner 
[Exhibit C Disc 4]. 


At approximately 2346 hours, it appears that personnel arrive at the location. At 
approximately 2347 hours, it appears that personnel open the gate. At approximately 
2328 hours, it appears that personnel enter their vehicles and Sergeant Kline appears to 
speak with personnel through their vehicle windows. At approximately 2328 hours, it 
appears that personnel respond east in the parking lot. At approximately 2329 hours, it 
appears that Sergeant Kline enters his vehicle and drives east following the radio cars. 
At approximately 2351 hours, it appears that a radio car parks at the entrance. 


The following excerpts were recorded from the camera located on the southeast corner 
[Exhibit C Disc 5]. 


At approximately 2350 hours, radio cars appear to turn south from the northeast corner 
of Fry's. At approximately 2351 hours, the radio cars appear to stop adjacent to the 
Bobtail truck parked on the east side of Fry's. At approximately 2352 hours, Sergeant 
Kline appear to arrive at the rear of the Bobtail truck. At approximately 2354 hours, 
Sergeant Kline appears to leave the rear of the Bobtail truck. 


IAB Note: At approximately 2353 hours, there appears to be several 
bright flashes of light near the radio cars. It was not 
determined that the bright flashes were from the deputies firing 
their weapons. 


The following excerpts were recorded from the camera located on the southeast corner

At approximately 0045 hours, it appears that the Special Enforcement Bureau, Armored 
Response Vehicle stops in front of the radio cars. At approximately 0046 hours, it 
appears that the radio cars were backed away from the Bobtail trucks. At 
approximately 0048 hours, it appears that the Armored Response Vehicle stopped 
adjacent to the front end of the Bobtail truck.
